As The Result of Explosion 


Foster Shaw Succumbs to Injuries Received 


Monday, and David Ogden is in Dan- 


gerous Condition at Hospital. 


foster Shaw, 15, son of Mr. and** 


Mn. Ashley Shaw, is dead, and David 
Ofden, 18, son at Mr. and Mrs. James 
Ogden, lies at the point of death at 


Cleat-field hospital as the result 


of the explosion of a small iron can- 
non which the boys were loading and 
firing yesterday afternoon in the rear 
of the Ogden residence near the Driv- 
ing park. 


A small crowd of boys had- been 


loading and firing the cannon all day 
yesterday. 
Black powder was being 


used, and the celebration proceeded 
without event until about three o' 
clock when the Shaw and Ogden boys, 
ti* only ones remainig of the crowd, 
took charge of it. 


The boys had loaded and fired the 


cannon once successfully, and were 
in the act of reloading it when the 
accident took place. The Ogden boy 
was holding the cannon while his com- 
panion rammed the charge home. 
A 


quick explosion followed, which broke 
the cannon into pieces. When he re- 
covered from the shock, young Ogden 
found his left hand hanging by a 
shred of flesh, and his right hand 
burned to a remnant of the cannon. 
When he sought to release his hand, 
several of the fingers adhered to the 
iron. His left leg was also crushed 
by the force of the explosion. 


Shaw was stunned, and badly burn- 


ed about the hands and left leg. He 
thought that he had not been severly 
Injured, and was trying to assist his 
companion when C. T. Connors, an 
employe of the N. Y. C., wio heard 
the explosion and rushed to the aid of 
the boys. Seeing the extent of their 
Injuries, Connors immediately tele- 
phoned to Dr. Stewart, who rushed to 
the scene in his automobile. He was 
joinrd within a few moments by Drs. 
Bowles and Waterworth, who had 
been 
summoned 
by others of the 


crowd which gathered. 


Both hoys were taken to the hos- 


pital i>i automobiles, where Ogden was 
put on the operatin gtable, his case 
appearing to be the more serious.

Foster Shaw Succumbs to Injuries Received 


Monday, and David Ogden is in Dan- 


gerous Condition at Hospital. 


foster Shaw, 15, son of Mr. and** 


Mn. Ashley Shaw, is dead, and David 
Ofden, 18, son at Mr. and Mrs. James 
Ogden, lies at the point of death at 


Cleat-field hospital as the result 


of the explosion of a small iron can- 
non which the boys were loading and 
firing yesterday afternoon in the rear 
of the Ogden residence near the Driv- 
ing park. 


A small crowd of boys had- been 


loading and firing the cannon all day 
yesterday. 
Black powder was being 


used, and the celebration proceeded 
without event until about three o' 
clock when the Shaw and Ogden boys, 
ti* only ones remainig of the crowd, 
took charge of it. 


The boys had loaded and fired the 


cannon once successfully, and were 
in the act of reloading it when the 
accident took place. The Ogden boy 
was holding the cannon while his com- 
panion rammed the charge home. 
A 


quick explosion followed, which broke 
the cannon into pieces. When he re- 
covered from the shock, young Ogden 
found his left hand hanging by a 
shred of flesh, and his right hand 
burned to a remnant of the cannon. 
When he sought to release his hand, 
several of the fingers adhered to the 
iron. His left leg was also crushed 
by the force of the explosion. 


Shaw was stunned, and badly burn- 


ed about the hands and left leg. He 
thought that he had not been severly 
Injured, and was trying to assist his 
companion when C. T. Connors, an 
employe of the N. Y. C., wio heard 
the explosion and rushed to the aid of 
the boys. Seeing the extent of their 
Injuries, Connors immediately tele- 
phoned to Dr. Stewart, who rushed to 
the scene in his automobile. He was 
joinrd within a few moments by Drs. 
Bowles and Waterworth, who had 
been 
summoned 
by others of the 


crowd which gathered. 


Both hoys were taken to the hos- 


pital i>i automobiles, where Ogden was 
put on the operatin gtable, his case 
appearing to be the more serious.
